WO gentlemen, members of the American Canoe Asso- 
sociation and of the L+ke George Canoe Club, will

Now 
the genuine work wil commence. The coast of this part 
of the Gulf is comparative y unknown. Cote Blanche 
Bay, Vermillion Bay, the Mermentcn River and lake of same 
name will receive some attention. Ca'cassien Lake snd 
River visited, they will paddle to Sabire Pass, through the 
pass to Sabine Lake. The Sabine R ver will be explored as 
fr as time wil’ allow, and then away fr Galveston; Texas. 
The bays and watercours:s tere are 8» well known,that no- 
thing but a passing glance will be giventhem.

There is nostand- 
po‘nt from which to observe nature so favorable as the cock- 
pit of a canoe, ad these gentlemen are disposed to test this 
fact to the utmost. Whi'e on the trip they will be entirely 
dependent on their own « xertions, and the voyage from start 
to finish w:ll be made by canoe alone.

NO LIFE IN METEORITES. 





AX account is now going the rounds of the daily papers 
to the effect that traces of organic life have been found 
in meteorites, and that hence the other members of the solar 
system are inhubited by living beings. The following ex- 
tract from the London Telgraph gives the substance of the 
supposed discovery, and we quote it as fullows:— 

Two interesting problems, which have long perplexed the ecien- 
tific world, appear to have been at last definitely solved by the 
eminent geologist, Dr. Hahn. These questions are, first, whether 
or not celestial bodies, other than the earth, belonging to our solar 
system, are inhabited by animate beings; and, secondly, whether the 
meteoric stones from time to time cast upon the surface of tLis globe 
emanate from incandescent comets or from volcanic planets. That 
they at notime formed a part of the earth itself has been con- 
clusively demonstrated. Dr. Hahn has recently completed a series 
of investigations upon some of the huge meteoric stones that fell 
from the skies in Hungary during the summer of 1866. ‘hin 
lamius of these mysterious bodies, subjected to examination un- 
der a powerful microscope, have been found to contain coralline 
and spongeous formations, and to reveal unmistakable traces of 
the lower forms of vegetation. All the organisms, animal and 
vegetable, discovered by Dr. Hahn in the delicate stone shavings 
he has thus dealt with indicate the conditiou of their parent world 
to be one of what 1s technically termed ‘‘primary formation.” But 
the presence of water in that world 1s proved by the fact that the 
tiny petrified creatures revealed by the magic of the lens, one and 
all, belong to the so-called subaqueons classes of animale, They 
could not, therefore, have possibly existed in comets, at least if 
the assumption be correct that these are in a state of active com- 
bustion, 

This supposed discovery, about which such a pother has 
been raised, is no discovery at all, and the work of Dr. Hahn 
merely shows how utterly he has misconceived the character 
of the material which he has studied. The plates of his vol- 
ume are beautiful, but they only serve to illustrate the min- 
eralogical nature of the mate ial What he has supposed to 
represent coralline and spongiform organisms are in fact only 
concretionary forms which the common mirerals of meteor. 
ites often take These forms are well understood by mineral- 
ogists, have long since been described and are to be seen in 
nearly all the stony meteorites. 

While we know that there are other worlds ‘han ours, and 
while it is possible that they may support life in some form 
or other, there is, we believe, as yet no evidence whatever 
that this is the case. 

Somewhat on the same level with this meteorite story is 
the one recently published by a San Francisco paper with 
regard to the enormous magnifying power of a large telescope 
in California. It was said that when the telescope was di- 
rected toward the planet Mars, the whole topography of one 
fuce of that orb could be distintly seen. Rivers, seas, lakes 
and forests were plainly distinguishable, even cultivated 
fields were known by their shape and color, rectangular ob- 
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jects were supposed to be buildings, and certain small mov- 
ing bodies were undoubtedly the inhabitants of the distant 
planet engaged in the pursuit of their daily avocations.

*- the Advancement of Science will be held at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, commencing at 10 o’clock a. Mm. on Wednesday, Au- 
gust 17. Great efforts are being made by the Local Committee 
to insure the success of the meeting and, from present appear- 
ances, it seems probable that this will be one of the largest 
and most important scientitic meetings ever held in the West. 
The general programme for the week has not yet been an- 
nounced, but is in process of preparation and, when com- 
pleted; will, after having been approved by the Standing 
Committee, be made public. 

The headquarters of the Association will be at the Music 
Hall, where members are requested to register as soon as 
possible after their arrival. The hotel headquarters will be 
at the Grand Hotel, on Fourth street. The offices of the 
Local Committee and of the Permanent Secretary will be at 
the Music Hall, where also the general meetings and those of 
the sections, sub-sections and committees will be held. The 
special arrangements made and to be made with hotels, rail- 
roads, etc.,-will be announced later. 

At the Boston meeting several changes in the Constitution 
were proposed, which will come up for action at Cincinnati, 
the object of the changes being the reorganization of the 
sections, and also to extend the scope of the association. 
Should these changes be adopted the association will embrace 
eight sections of equal standing, each presided over by a vice- 
president, and having its own secretary and sectional com- 
mittee. The following is the division proposed and upon 
which final action will be taken at Cincinnati:

Special ex- 
cursions will be arranged for the Anthropological Section to

Tur New York Fisit Comaission.—The Governor has 
signed the appropriation bill giving the Commission $15,000. 
He vetoed the bill last year, and it was feared that he would 
do so again. The press of the State has generally urged the 
necessity of the appropriation. There was great danger of 
losing the results of the labor of former years at the State 
hatchery and of making a break in the scries of hatchings 
of shad and other fis. Governor Cornell is a close econo- 
mist, but he has probably learned that it is not economy to 
withhold the appropriation from the Fish Commission. The 
Commissioners have agreed to expend one-third of this year’s 
appropriation on the fisheries of Long Island, which have 
been sadly neglected. The salt water fisheries have never 
received the slightest attention from the Commission, and 
they are worth more than all the rest of the fisheries of the 
State. It is a matter for rejoicing that our economical Gov- 
ernor has had his eyes opened to what are the true interests 
of the people in this important matter of food supply.

Dr. Hessel is of the opinion that they cannot stand a tem- 
perature as low as the refrigerator gives. We incline to this 
opinion also, as the eggs of summer spawning fish do not 
seem to bear what those of the winter spawners will thrive 
under.

NOTES OF AN ANGLER IN THE NORTH.

FOREST BIRDS. 


HE silence and solitude of the great northern forests is 

rarely broken by the blithesome song or presence of 
birds, yet in the trackless wilds of the far interior 1 have 
made the acquaintance of several rare and interesting species 
They are an unobtrusive 
family, as their predilection for the deep forests attests, and 
not much inclined to court the society of man, though there 


is one noteworthy exception to this rule, as I shall presently 
So full are they of the immensity and grandeur of

these sombre old woods, that it has imparted to them a sober, 


quiet thoughtfulness, a joyous peal of light-hearted melody 
being rarely heard—not that they are gloomy or morose, but 
only earnest, intense, finding life something more precious than 
hey no doubt also 
feel a quiet thankfulness in their escape from the manifold 
dangers that encompass their less thoughtful brothers of the 
field from the predatory attacks of hawks, crows, reptiles 
and man. The latter, by the way, ceases to be a foe of the 
small feathered race as soon as he is beyond the pale of siv- 
ilization ; the former rarely extend their journeyings beyond 


an idle holiday to be spent in frivolity.

There is a little dun-colored bird that has a call that sounds 
precisely like the thud of an axe inalog. The imitation is 
so exact that I have several times diverged from my course 


to find out who was encamped near by, to be suddenly re- 
called toa knowledge of the chopper by hearing the sound 
repeated in another direction as my shy little feathered friend 
flew off at my approach. There is still another little inhab- 
itant of the forests, not in good repute, however, with old 
bushmen, as its’presence and short, querulous k-a-t-e is said 
by them to be followed by a storm. It defies the severest 
cold of the long Arctic winter. It is called the red-bellied 
nuthatch (Sitta canadensis). 

The snowy owi—the great northern hunter as it is aptly 
named—the barred owl and the cinereous owl are to-day 
only stragglers into the deptks of the forests, adventurous 
travelers, though their forefathers were dwellers therein. 
Their change of habitat has beeu brought about by the 
greater abundance of food to be procured upon the outskirts 
of the settlements or the barren lands. The northern hare, 
upon which the snowy owl and the cinereous largely subsist, 
has multiplied ten-fold within the boundaries of civilization, 
as has also the ruffed grouse. The barred owl is said to have 
the curious habit of burying its body in the soft snow, the 
large head conspicuous by a pair of bright black, eyes only 
appearing above the surface, forming a grotesque sight. 

At rare intervals I have had my camp intruded upon 
by one or the other of these owls, who, having satisfied its 
traveler’s curiosity, uttered its blood-curdling, sleep-destroy- 
ing cry, would betake itself again into the quiet shades of 
night. 

Twice in mid-winter I have seen a pair of ravens circling 
high in air over the frozen lake. At times, uttering their 
hoarse croaks, they appeared the embodiment of loneliness. 
What could have tempted them from the sea-coast to the far 
interior I know not. 

The woodpecker family is about the most fully represented 
one throughout the forest region, the most conspicuous, both 
for its size and rich markings, being P. pileatus. It is b 
no means common, though widely distributed. The wood- 
peckers play an important part in nature’s economy. By 
their perforations in the trunks of dead trees they hasten 
their decay and fall. Four species winter in Canada, but 
during the prevalence of severe cold they entirely disappear; 
a slight thaw, and they are again actively at work. have 
been led to think from this that they might hibernate for 
short periods. 

The exception to the shyness of the forest birds to which I 
previously alluded is the Canada jay, alias whiskey jack, 
moose bird, etc. It is about the size of the blue jay, but 
unlike its congener, its plumage is of a dull, leaden color, and 
its song a soft continuous warble. I have never camped in 
the wilderness winter or summer that I have not had a visit 
from a pair of these singular birds. Fearless of man, they 
would take up their quarters on the nearest twig to the 
fire and watch their opportunity to steal whatever was left 
unwatched a moment. Growing bolder each day we remained, 
they would alight at our feet and scramble and quarrel for 
the tidbits thrown to them and otherwise cut up such queer 
sober antics as to constantly excite myrisibles. It is said to 
breed in midwinter, but if such is the case the male must 
relieve the female upon the nest, as the germ in the eggs 
would perish upon the least exposure to the intense cold. I 
am rather incredulous about this, as Iam about the stories 
that are told concerning its ability to capture fish in the 
water like a kingfisher. 

The aquatic are a numerously represented family through- 
out the lake region where they breed, and in the early fall 
the angler, while fishing, obtains many a chance to bag a few 
ducks to add to his bill of fare. 

THE RED SQUIRREL. 

If there is a sedateness and sobriety on the part of the 
forest birds, the levity and volubility of this little denizen of 
the coniferous forests enlivens the general gloom. Summer 
and winter it is equally cheerful and active. While its favor- 
ite haunts are in the deepest recesses and solitudes of the 
wilderness, it is becoming a frequent visitor and resident of 
the settlements. The Indians of the lower provinces have a 
very pretty little legend about the red squirrel. Accordin 
to this the squirrel was once upon atime a very large an 
ferocious animal much feared by the people, but the good 
Manitou, desirous of conferring a mark of esteem upon one 
of the old men of the tribe, asked him what it was he most 
desired. The reply was, ‘‘To have this mighty squirrel 
made smaller.” The Great Spirit at once granted the request, 
and the old man going forth spread out his arms and com- 
manded the squirrel to become smaller, and immediately it 
was reduced to its present size. This is the reason assigned 
by the natives for its querulousness upon the sight of man, 
its old enemy. 

This little chatterbox is given to migrating occasionally, 
and if in the course of its journeyings it comes to a lake or a 
river it takes to the water unhesitatingly and appears a8 much 
at home in it as its first cousin the muskrat. th the conifer- 
ous woods the red squirrel] lays by no provision for the 
winter, but depends upon the cones to furnish it with a suf- 
ficiency to carry it through the long months of snow and ice, 


















OOUREURS DE BOIS. 

To such lamentable straits were the Canadian nodlesse re- 
duced, about the middle of the seventeenth century, by their 
improvidence and the frequent depredations of the marand- 
ing savages, that their younger children went half-naked, 
while their wives an | daughters were compelled to work in 
the fields. The sons of these mendicant seigneurs, with 
more energy, perhaps, than their sires, but with the 
same disinclination for honest labor in the fields, banded 
together in small parties and struck out into the wilder- 
ness to trade with the Indians for beaver skins or 
to trap them on their own account. I have a suspicion that 
a too close ecclesiastical supervision, and frequent penance for 
the freaks of young blood, may have hastened their departure, 
but upon this point the records are silent. In vain did the 
Governor proclaim their proceedings illegal and threaten out- 
lawry against them; equally vain the threats of excommuni- 
cation thundered after them by the Jesuit fathers and the Re- 
colleto; the taste of the freedom and license of the camp-fire 
was far more potent, and defections from the ranks of the 
younger men in the colony still continued until it was esti- 
mated that over eight hundred of them was engaged in the 
‘‘nefarious” pursuit of the beaver. Animated by a spirit of 
adventure, they penetrated the great unknown wilderness 
from the shores of the St. Lawrence to the Hudson’s Bay. 
Many of them contracted alliances with the dusky maidens 
of the forests and acquired. considerable influence in the 
councils of the tribes from which they took their squaws, 
and in time became almost as savage. 

Once a year it was their custom to repair to one of the 
French towns. Francis Parkman thus describes the return 
of a party of these gentry from their rovings. 

‘‘Montreal‘was their harboring place, and they conducted 
themselves much like the crew of a man-of-war paid off after 
a long cruise. As long as their beaver skins lasted they set 
no bound to their license. The new-comers were bedizened 
with a strange mixture of French and Indian finery, while 
some of them, with instincts more thoroughly savage, stalked 
about the streets as naked as a Potawattamie or Sioux. 
Drinking and gambling filled the day and night. When at 
last sober, they sought absolution from the priests and once 
more disappeared within the shades of the forest.” 

After the conquest of Canada the Hudson's Bay Company 
sprang into vigorous being, and the Coureurs de bois at once 
found their alloted place in their service. Of late years the 
Company has dispensed with the services of many of these 
forest rangers, who have returned to the villages of their 
birth, and, marrying, have settled down on a bush farm 
upon the edge of that wilderness they love so well. The do- 
mestic ties are not sufficiently strong to wean them from their 
first love. Old Jean Le Blanc is a good example of his race. 
When the frosts of autumn have tinged the mountains with 
a thousand dazzling hues Jean becomes uneasy and restless. 
At all hours of the day he may be observed at the corner of 
his little log house, that commands a view of the forests. 
blowing thick clouds of smoke from hi: short, black pipe, and 
taking observations. Some fine morning he is seen entering 
the edge of the bush, old flintlock under his arm, snowshoes 
slung over his shoulders, together with his smal] pack of 
traps and other necessaries. What becomes of him afterward 
no one knows; but early in spring he reappears smelling 
strongly of smoke and drawing behind him a very heavily 
Jaden traineau, the proceeds of his winter work, the skins of 
the caribou and moose that have fallen before old flintlock; 
and the pelts of beavers, minks and martins to his traps. 

Jean is a good trapper, a poor shot; he is full of the lore 
of the bush, but ignorant of everything clse; superstitions as 
the Indians among whom he has so long dwelt, and as full of 
omens, but considers himself-a good Catholic; cheerful and 
as light-hearted as a schoolboy, he is envious of no man.

THE LAND OF THE SIOUX. 





HE first day of October, Dr. C—— and myself boarded 
a C. and N. W. train bound for the far Northwest. 
As we glided along over the smooth stecl rails and began to 
realize that the noise and smoke of the great city of Chicago 
was rapidly fading from view, what a quiet, grateful sense 
of relief stole over us, for had we not a month before us, a 
month we could devoteto buffalo, deer, antelope, geese, ducks 
and—rest! We almost felt that a score of years had fallen 
from our heads, and that we were ‘‘boys again.” I often 
wonder if only those fortunate individuals imbued with a 
great love for nature’s solitudes and handiwork ever enjoy 
this delicious feeling, if not they miss one of the keenest 
and most subtle of life’s fleeting joys. 

We had in view the game fields contiguous to the N. P. R. 
Like all lovers of the rod and gun we were desirous of finding 
a sportsman’s paradise, and where Were we more likely to find 
it than in ‘the land of the Sioux?” We made brief stops at 
St. Paul and ween but long enough to meet several 
gentlemen fond of like pursuits, among whom was the ever- 
genial Charles Hallock. Mr. Footner, the obliging superin- 
tendent of the N. P. Ex. Co., we found anxious to do all in 
his power to assist us, and as he is very expert with the im- 
plements used by sportsmen he knows how to do it. We 
can say for the whole management of the N. P. that they 
are generous and obliging to the sporting fraternity, in strong 
contrast to some Eastern railroad officials I could mention. 
After leaving St. Paul our first stop was at Perham, about 
the centre of the ‘‘ park region” of Minnesota, so called from 
its farcical resemblance to our,city parks. Here is a vast 
country, several hundreds of miles in length on the south, 
reaching into Northern Iowa, and northwardly far toward 
Manitoba. It consists of a high, undulating prairie, diversi- 
fied by thousands of Jakes of clear and limpid water, fre- 
quently so near to each other as to hardly admit of a roadway 
between them. Scattering oaks dot the surface of the land, 
with here and therea beautiful grove. The ground is covered 
with luxuriant grass, set off with hundreds of varieties of 
prairie flowers. It is perhaps necdless to say that these lakes 
are stocked with apparently inexhaustible qu:ntities of black 
bass, muskalonge, pike, pickerel and the various smaller 
fishes indigenous to this latitude. Otter Tail Lake, one of 
the largest, contains, in addition, whitefish, In many of 
these lakes wild rice is found in abundance. Otter Tail 
county is said to contain over nine hundred lakes, most of 
them nameless. 

Here we luxuriated on the most delicate and gamiest of 
fish, and the plumpest of mallards and teal. The sharp-, 
tailed grouse are also quite common. Deer are occasionally 
found, but withal we cannot say that we found it the para- 
dise of which we had so forcibly dreamed, for “there is no 
rose without its thorn.” We founda very sharp thorn in our

and went into camp near his wood pile, that being about all 
the accommodation we wanted. 

Staking out our ponies, and making a rousing fire, supper 
was soon ready, and as we had a good one, I invited Mr. 
Woods to join us and take a cup of coffee with us. 

After supper was over, the table-cloth—I mean the rubber 
blanket—sbaken out, our plates wiped off with a piece of 
flour sack, ‘he frying-pan turned upside-down to keep the 
dogs frei eating the grease out of it, and a large armful of 
wood thrown on the fire—for there was nothing mean about 
my man in making a fire when he did not have to cut or carry 
the wood—we were ready for a chat. 

Our host filled his pipe, and after a few puffs proceeded to 
give usan account of his capturing a herd of wild horses a 
short time before. As I was interested in it, I thought some 
of the readers of Forgst asp Stream might like to hear of it. 

Mr. Woods had noticed several times during the winter a 
small herd of horses, feeding not far from the ranch, and de- 
termined to try and capture them. 

From his account of their habits it would seem that they 
always feed on a certain range, and that.if driven they will 
go to the extreme end of it, then make a circuit and return to 
about the place they started from. 

In the early spring, when the grass is short and conse- 
quently the ponies are poor and weak, is the time selected, 
as during the summer it would be almost impossible to ride 
them down. 

The first preparation necessary being the building of a 
strong corral, he selected a place in a thick grove, on a trail 
leading to a water-hole: here he built his corral, leaving an 
opening wh-re the trail entered, which he closed with a strong 
gate. The entrance he made V shaped, running out for forty 
yards on either side of the trail a strong fence of brush and 
stakes. Concealing all as much as possible he was ready to 
begin the drive. 

his preparation took three days, with the help of two 
men. 

They then selected four of their best horses. Packing a few 
days’ rations and a little corn on one of them, they started 
out in search of the herd. 

They sighted them about noon, five or six miles from the 
corral. Halting, Mr. Woods mounted his best horse. Put- 
ting a few quarts of corn into one of his saddle pockets, 
with a few days’ rations of bread in the other, and filling his 
canteen with water, he was ready for a long ride. 

He directed his men to camp where they were, and have 
their horses saddied by daylight ready to relieve him, as he 
expected to pass about that time,

Going but a short distance we came to a ranch, and riding 
up we found the owner at home, and to our surprise an ac- 
quaintance, a Mr. Woods, whom we had met in Fort Griffin

oe ene had all this time been quietly feeding about a 
e off. 

As Mr. Woods rode toward them they started off ona 
run ; we after them, they ran a mile or two, then came 
to a walk and allowed him to ride within a quarter of a mile 
of them, when they again started off on a run, he keeping 
mee them as before, never allowing them to get out of his 
sight. 

They kept on a run all the afternoon until toward evening, 
when they came to a walk, seeming to think it was no use 
trying to get away from the strange horse that was always 
following them. He did not press them, keeping about a 
quarter of a mile behind, but giving them no time to stop 
and feed, feeding his own horse a little corn as he went along 
out of his saddle pocket. 

Toward night the herd went to water, but Mr. Woods gave 
them no‘time to drink much, although allowing his own 
horse to drink all he wished. 

The-night was clear, with a moon, so there was no trouble 
in keeping them in sight. 

By this time the herd seemed very much inclined to stop, 
and would allow Mr. Woods to ride within a few hundred 
yards before they would move on. He kept after them until 
toward morning, when it became cloudy and dark, so that he 
lost sight of them ; he therefore stopped, unsaddled and fed 
his horse, ate some supper, and, wrapping himself in his 
blanket, was soon sleeping. 

When he awoke the sun was shining brightly, and on*look- 
ing around he saw the herd feeding only a short distance 
away. 

Saddling his horse, he was soon after them. 

They started off on a brisk gallop, but Woods kept up, 
and they soon got tired andcame to walk. 

He kept them on the go as before, always keeping within 
a few hundred yards of them, and giving them no time to 
ye but feeding his horse with a little corn as he rode 

ong. 

‘Tuward noon they were approaching the place where his 
men should be to relieve him, they having made aturn in 
the night, and were now on their way back toward where 
they had been started from. 

Woods kept a sharp look-out but could see no one, so he 
kept on all day. 

By night he could ride within a few yards, and they had 
not indulged in arun for some time; he was very tired but 
kept on, still hoping his men would come to his relief, but 
no help appeared, and toward morning his horse gave out and 
he had to give up the chase. Taking the saddle and bridle 
off he turned his horse Joose, thinking there was no danger 
of his going away, ate his last ration, rolled himself in his 
blanket and went to sleep. 

He woke at daylight, and looking around for his horse 
found he had gone off. He was certainly in rather a bad fix; 
but determined not to lose all his labor, he threw his blenket 
on a bush to mark the place where he had left his saddle ; he 
started after the herd on foot; they were lying down only.a 
short distance off, and as he came up started off on a run, 
but only kept it up for a short distance, then came back to a 
walk, so that there was no trouble in keeping up with them. 

About eight o’clock Woods saw his men coming toward 
him with a horse; they had been out looking for him during 
the night, but seeing nothing of him went back to camp. 

In the morning they found his horse near camp, so knew 
he could not be far off, and started with a fresh one to find 
him. 

Mr. Woods thought that the ponies were so nearly exhausted 
that they could now pen them. Sending a man out on each 
side of the herd and bringing up the rear himself, they drove 
them slowly toward the corral, which was only five or six 
miles off. 

They worked them slowly toward the trail which led to 
the correl, and when they struck it they started off in a can- 
ter, making for.the water; the men kept, after them and they 
trotted along, following the trail between the wings, without 
seeming to notice them, right into the peo. r. Woods 
kept close behind, and closed the gate after them. 

He had the herd now safe, and after a short time more of 
fasting for them, they were tame enough to handle with 
safety. They then lassoed them, and hobbling securely turned 
them out to feed. 

Toward night they were driven to the ranch, and they 
found they had fifteen good ponies besides two mules; the 
mules were branded U. 8., and had evidently been abandoned 
by sone government expedition on the plains; they were 
the wildest and hardest to handle of the herd. 

In about two weeks Woods had most of the ponies broken 
to ride, that is, broken in a Texas sense. Some were very 
fine, and he sold most of them for a good price. The mules 
he broke for himself, and they turned out a very poor pie.

tingham, that lost the lives of the engineer and fireman and 
destroyed $25,000 worth of railroad property, we arrived at 
Cleveland-in due course, spending the night in the hospitable 
house of one ot its oldest citizens. We took the early train 
on the following morning, and with the addition of another 
old Nimrod to our party, we arrived at Port Clinton at ten 
o'clock. 

_ The kindly phiz of George met us at the depot, and after 
seeing ovr impedimenta stored for a sled transfer over the 
mud roads to the Club House, Finnegan, Sorc and the writer 
started by the newrceute for the Point. How many times 
Mike lost his overshoes, how many dams Finnegan scaled 
and rested on with the plaintive inquiry, ‘‘ How Jong, oh, 
how long?” and how straight Sore guided us through mud, 
slush and water, to the big, warm, comfortable lounging room 
of the Winous, and its old fashioned fireplace filled with 
four logs, I’ll not now narrate. Suffice it to say we reached 
there at last, and were amply repaid for the weary trip by 
one of George’s best dinners 

The club has two large substantial buildings containing 
some thirty sleeping rooms, with the necessary addition for 
kitchen. dining-room, laundry, etc. Adjoining the house is 
the tank house and boat house, in the former of which are 
the necessary counters and benches for loading, cleaning, 
etc., with tenks or lockers for each member, and in the Jatter 
over 40 duck boats of various models, including the Rushton, 
Osgood, Barnegat, Racine and others. Here ajsois an army of 
decoys, from the little blue bill to the big goose, all ready for 
their deceptive cccupation. Along the south front of the 
house is a wide veranda flanked by a beautiful lawn, with a 
40 it. flagstaff, at the topmast of which flies the club fl-g, 
always signalling occupancy of the house. It is very seldom 
that the flag is not fluttering in the breeze. 

On the right, as you enter the club lounging room, is a 
black walnut and glass case of ample dimensions, containirg 
a large number of beautifully set up spec mens of wat: r fow], 
all kiJled by members of the club—ducks, teal geese, swans, 
brant, quail, woodcock, snipe, eagles and hawks. A partic- 
ularly beautiful, specimen, a swan killed by Mr. Cross, is 
much admired. On the south side of the ro m is the library 
aud a rack for guns. The ciub has a superintendent, 
the omnipresent and ind: mitable George, and four keepers, 
*who patrol the grounds during the season, and woe to the luck- 
less duckerbeat who is caught poaching. What George 
would do with such a one is best told by the Earl of Dun- 
raven’s game-keeper on being questioned in court as to his 
disposition of any one caught red handed: ‘‘ Phat ud I du? 
1!) kill him and ate him.” 

Such a spot andits accessions may well be called a sports- 
man’s paradise, and so we found it. 

After a good old-fashioned game of whist and a well-spread 
supper and night cap we retired early with visions of ducks 
innumerable. 

Breakfasting early, Finnegan, Bob and the writer started 
for Teal Pond, but finding the wind unfavorable we set up 
our blinds on the point. The wind blew a gale from the 
northv est all day, and the birds were akin to lightning bolts 
in their flight, scarcely noticing our decoys; still our bag of 
canvasbacks, teal, widgeons and redheads was fair, and we 
returned well satisfied. 

It is no exaggeration to say that from almost any point on 
the bay could have been seen thousands of mallards, wid- 
geons, canvasbacks, whistlers and teal, while occasionaily 
our eyes were blessed and our fingers tingled by the sight of 
a string of old honkers, 

The register of birds kept each season by the club mem- 
bers for many years shows an enormous number killed. 
Butterballs and coots are not counted. To the credit of the 
club be it said that mallard shooting is prohibited in the 
spring. 

Unfortunately for the writer a telegram rudely dispelled 
his hopes of a week’s vacation, and he was reluctantly com- 
pelled to bid good-bye to Winous Point and its hospitalities 
in the midst of his enjoyment. Another season an’! your 
correspondent may be enabled to discourse more eloquently 
of the varied attractions of the ‘‘Winous.”

THE FISH MORTALITY IN THE GULF OF MEXICO. 


















HE following report into the causes of the recent terrible 
mortality ameng the fishes of the Florida coast has 
been made by Mr. Ernest Ingersoll to Professor Baird and 
will appear in the proceedings of the United States National 
Museum. Owing to the impossibility of procuring samples 
of. the supposed poisoned water for analysis no definite con- 
clusion as to the cause of the destruction of the fishes uf the 
Gulf has been reached. The repo:t is as follows: 

Pursuant to your verbal suggestion, I made it an object, 
during my recent cruise down the western coast of Florida 
in the service of the Superintendent of the Census, to inquire 
into the so called ‘‘ poisoned water” which was supposed to 
have caused the remarkable mortality among the sea-fishes 
that occurred in the autumn of 1880. I am sorry to be able 
to give so meagre an account of the matter as follows, but 
must beg excuses on the plea that I was too late to see any 
actual destruction, since the cause had wholly disappeared 
previous to my arrival there, and also from the fact that I 
was unable to carry out my intention of going to Key West, 
where most of the fishermen live who suffered injury, and 
who could perhaps have furnished additional information. | 

It appears that this misfortune is not a new experience in 
the eastern part of the Gulf of Mexico. One of the oldest 
residents on the Floridan coast, Mr. Benjamin Curry, of 
Manatee, told me, what others confirmed, that as far back as 
1844 a wide-spread destruction of all sorts of salt-water 
animal life occurred, apparently due to causes precisely 
similar to those which produced the lately noticed desolation. 
Again, in 1854, the fishes suffered all along the southern 
shore, and have done s0 at intervals since to a less degree, 
until in 1878 an excessive fatality spread among them, wh ch 
was wider in the extent of its damaging effects and probably 
more destructive in point of number of victims than the la'er 
visitation of 1880. Even the cooler half of 1879 was not ex- 
empt from some appearance of the plague. : 

In regard to some of the manifestations of this deadly in- 
fluence in the sea during 1878, Mr. John Brady, Jr., an 
intelligent captain, told me that the time of year was 
January, and that the ‘ poisoned water,” to which universal 
belief credits the death of the fishes, could easily be distin- 
guished from the clear blue of the pure surrounding element. 
This discolored water appeared in long patches or ‘‘ streaks,’ 
sometimes 100 yards wide, drifting lengthwise with the flow 
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N nine cases out of ten, a long anticipated and impatiently 
expected week over decoys and behind blinds turns out 
like a precocious child with a big head; wonders are pre- 
dicted of it, but, alas! it too frequently shrivels up and dies 
of water on the brain. Ducks don’t fly, weather too warm 
and wind not favorable often wreck our fairest visions; and 
after three or four hours behind the best blind, with all his 
good nature frozen out, one readily realizes that weather and 
wind have much to do with successful duck-shooting, amply 
confirming poor Joe Long’s oft-repeated advice, ‘*‘Who are 
wise and would make the biggest bags must freely consult 
Old Probs and their own barometer.” 

With this experience and advice we started on receipt of a 
letter from ‘‘ El-Liv-Ves” (the man who never smiles), 
which Finnegan triumphantly showed us, with the senten- 
tious remark, ‘‘That’s the stuff,” and were soon gliding 
pot the Lake Shore Railway from Buffalo toward San- 

usky. 

The Bay of Sandusky has an extent of over 30,000 acres of 
marsh, which furnishes feeding ground in the fall and spring 
for millions of ducks and geese. Wild celery grows in the 
greatest abundance, and here the canvas-backs flock in great 
numbers. Twenty-six years ago a few old sportsmen of 
Cleveland, apprecia'ing the immense advantages of such a 
locality, purchased and otherwise obtained control of over 
5,000 acres of marsh and meadow, and at Winous Point, on 
Mud Creek, an affluent of the bay, erected their modest 
shanty. From this nucleus has grown the elegant and com- 
fortable buildings of the Winous Point Club, limited to 
thirty members, now owning and leasing over 13,000 acres of 
the finest duck, snipe and quail ground in the West, and 
valued at over $100,000. 

Barring the incident of a smash on the Lake Shore at Not- 
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of the tide. The earliest indication of it was the floating up 
of vast quantities of dead sponges—chiefly ‘‘ loggerheads.” 
All taose seen by Mr. Brady were less than forty miles north 
of Key West, in what is known as ‘‘ The Bay,” nor has any- 
thing of the sort been seen at any time outside (¢. ¢., soutli- 
ward or eastward) of the Florida Reefs; but it was soon dis- 
covered that all the hi'herto profitable sponging grounds 
lying off the coast as far north nearly as Cedar Keys, and 
particularly off the Anclotes, had been ruined. These 
rounds are only now beginning to show signs of repro- 
uctiveness in sponges. At the same time, many portions of 
this area—for example, Sarasota Bay—seem not to have been 
affected, sufficiently at least to cause the death of swimming 
fishes to any great extent. In the case of the sponges, only 
a few of other species than the loggerliead would be seen 
floating ; but when they were hooked into, all were found 
dead, though still clinging to the bottom. When a sponge 
dies naturally it gradually becomes white at its base, through 
the loss of its sarcodal matter, but all these were observed to 
have turned back. The abandonment of these sponging 
‘grounds from the Reefs to Cedar Keys, during the three or 
four years following this attack, entails a loss which itis hard to 
estimate, because partially compensated inthe increased price 
of the article in the market due to its consequent scarcity, 
aud because at all times the product there is an uncertain 
quantity ; but I hazard the opinion that $100,000 would not 
repair the damage to this business interest alone. Had it not 
been for the fortunate discovery just at that time of the 
sponge-tracts off Rock Island, northward ot the Suwanee 
River, almost a famine in this article would have ensued. 

Concerning the attack of 1880 Iam able to say more. It 
began suddenly, and immediately followed the terrible hur- 
ricane which is known as the ‘‘ August gaje,” the fish and 
all other ocean life eo in hordes all along the 
southern (eastern) shore.of Tampa Bay, on Egmont Key, at 
its mouth, which was the most northern point, and thence 
southward as far as Shark River, in Whitewater Bay, on the 
coast. Thence fatal localities were to be found in the cur- 
rents that set southward through the Babia Honda Passage, 
through the Northwest Passage beyond Key West, and even 
out in tbe neighborhood of the far isolated Tortugas. 

Every where throughout this whole extent of coast, except 
in the mouths of the rivers and in the shallow bayous, all the 
forms of sea-life died as though stricken with a plague fatal 
alike to all, and were drifted upon the beaches in long wind- 
rows so dense that near human habitations men were obliged 


to unite in burying them to prevent a pestilential stench, or, 


t» haul them away by wagon-loads to be prevared for 
manure, as was done in some cases. Not only were swim- 
ming fishes destroyed, but sponges, crabs (I saw upon the 
beaches thousands of horseshoe-crabs Jaden with their chains 
of undiszharged eggs), and great numbers of mollusks. ‘The 
oysters at the mouth of Manatee River and in Tampa were 
spoiled (in imagination if not in fact!), and the excellent 
clams of Sarasota Bay became weak, tasteless, and of a 
repulsive green hue at their edges. A graphic account has 
been given me in a letter received from Mr Charles Movre, 
Jr., keeper of the lighthouse on Egmont Key, at the entrance 
of Tampa Bay, the original of which I transmit herewith. 
This point witnessed the height of the calamity, and as Mr. 
Moore was present during the whole season, his account of 
facts is valuable. Mr. Moore writes: 
**Eemont Key, Fra., February 20, 1881. 
“Str: As I promised to give you all the information about 
the fish dying at this station, I will do so to the best of my 
ability. The first dead fish we saw was on Sunday, October 
17, as the tide came in. There were thousands of small fish 
floating on the water, most of them quite dead. I saw only 
one kind the first day; they were small fish, four or five 
inches long; the Key West smackmen called them ‘‘ brim.” 
They were new fish tome. The next day other kinds were 
dying a'l along the shore; the pompano was about the next 
to give in, and by the 25th October nearly all kinds of fish 
that inhabit these waters were dying, except the ray family. 
I don’t remember of ever seeing any stinger or whipper ray, 
or the devil-fisb, as we call the largest ones of the ray family. 
From the 25th of October to the 10th of November was the 
worst time; during that time the stench was so bad that it 
was impossible to go on the beach. I sent my family to 
Manatee, and the assistant keeeper and myself shut ourselves 
up in our rooms and kept burning tar, coffee, sulphur, rags, 
etc., night and day in order tostand it. It was warm, damp, 
and calm weather. They continued to die for about six 
weeks ; they kept getting less every day. I counted seventy 
sharks within 80 yards, all small; I never sawa shark over four 
feet long dead. The cow-fish and eels were about the last 
to die. In regard to the cause of their dying, I have made 
up my mind it was caused by the fresh water, as there were 
immense quanties of fresh water coming down the bay, and 
the water here was nearly fresti on the surface, while the 
water underneath was perfectly salt. Now, if the fresh 
water could have passed off into the Gulf without being dis- 
turbed by winds. it would have naturally spread out thinner 
and thinner as it would have rolled on toward the Guif 
Stream, and once it got there, then there would have been no 
trouble. But on the 7th of October we had a heavy gale 
from the southwest, and it continued to blow from the 
south and west until the 11th of October, anda very heavy 
sea running at the mouth of the bay, and it churned the fregh 
and salt water all up together, and the strong southerly winds 
set this mixed water back and kept it here for several days. 
I noticed, a few days before the fish commenced to die, a pe- 
culiar smell on the water, something like the smell of bilge- 
water, and the color of the water was a dirty green, mixed 
with small sediment. I noticed the fish while they were dy- 
ing, when they first came in shoal water; they would act 
crazy, dart around in every direction, but ina short time 
would give up and float ashore. On examining them I found 
their gills all glued together with a slimy substance and of a 
whitish color,* and in a short time the gills would turn green 
and the fish bloat very large. I cannot make any correct 
statement as to the number that died, but thousands of bar- 
rels floated up on this island. Th re are no fish dying now; 
all we catch are fat and nice. I should have written to you 
before, but I have been very busy. I’ve had a new duty to 
perform, taking the tide every half hour. Any information 
1 can give you at any time I will be happy to do so. 
“My address is: Braidentown, Mavatee County, Florida. 
‘* Very respectfully, CHARLES Moore, 
“Keeper of Egmont Light-House.” 
Along this region of the Florida coast are several estab- 
ments or ‘‘factories” devoted to the catching and salting of 
fish, chiefly the mullet and its roe, and to the making of su-

perphosphates. All of these were obliged to suspend opera- 
tious, and their winter’s work has been ruined, or at least 
all the profits are gone. One gentleman tqjd me of a single 
definite loss he had thus suffered of $800. 

To this part of the coast, also, comesa large fleet of smacks 

and ‘‘smackees” every winter,to catch fish for the Key West 
and Havana markets, principally the latter. These smacks 
found that, as before, the brownish, discolored water, ‘‘thick 
and glutinous” (as one described it), which seemed the cause 
of the mischief, lay in streaks drifting with the tide. The 
small fishes that swam into one of these patches (which had 
a vertical thickness apparently coextensive with the depth of 
the sea at that place) seemed unable to get out before they 
were stupefied, and died as though by suffocation. Eventhe 
large carnivorous swimmers, like the sharks and porpoises, 
often suffered the same fate, though frequently they would 
have strength toturn back and flounder out. In the pure 
el: ment, between the deadly streaks, fish were as abundant 
as ever at the distance from the coast where the smacks op- 
erated, and their wells were often filled with promptness ; 
but it was found that it was impossible, even by going 
straight out to the Tortugas, to run the gantlet of the poi- 
soned water floating between there and Cape Sable, since if 
once it was encountered, and entered the well, a very few 
minutes sufficed to bring about the death of every fin of the 
cargo. I have a few notes, culled from the Key West jour- 
nals, which show that a loss of nearly $10,000 resulted from 
only four or five such misfortunes. The consequence 
was that for some weeks the fishing throughout all that part 
of the Gulf had to be wholly abandoned, involving the idle- 
ness of a Jarge number of vessels and their crews. 

Seeking an explanation of the phenomenon, I everywhere 









houses. Immediately after it began the sudden destruction 
of fish have described. 

Whether the physical shock of such an Occurrence, touch- 
ing the fish and creepers on the bottom, would do them harm, 
or whether the subseauent patches of ‘‘poisoned water” owed 
their discoloration and undoubted deleterious properties to 
beirg saturated with sulpiurous or carbonic acid gases de- 
rived from subterranean vents, I cannot presume to decide. 
But if the last supposition had been proved true, or shall be 
at some future time, would it not be a rational and sufficient 
explanation of tbe death of the fishes, sponges and their kin, 
whenever they came in contact with the discolored water al- 
luded to ? 

Analysis of the suspected water would have done more to 
solve the question, probably, than anything else can do, and 
it is a matter of continued regret that I could not obtain 
specimens of it for that purpose. After the end of Septem- 
ber, however, the evil diminished, and by Christmas all of 
the harmful water had disappeared from the Gulf. 

Regretting that I could not have done more to get at the 
truth of the matter, in essaying which I was offered every 
aid by the citizens of Florida, but continually imreded by 
bad weather and other untoward circumstances, I beg to 
submit this little that [ have learned, and I have the honor

This is probably true, and it may be, as asserted, that the 
years heretofore when the fish have died have been those 
noted for their excessive rainfall, but I have not compared

the water of every part with new and send the old elsewhere. 
This is preposterous. 
Manatee River (as is claimed), or of the Caloosahatchie fur- 
ther south, why should it not be equally true of tne Atlantic 
coast, where there isthe same or greater drainage, yet no 
such trouble known; or of the Withlacoochee, Suwanee and 
a dcezen other streams draining swamps like the Ofeekinofee, 
in whose tangled recesses grow plants as noxious as those 
further south, yet whose discharging currents do no harm to 
the fishes? Moreover, in the Manatee River itself no fish 
were killed over the free range of the tides, though daily 
breasting the swamp overflow. 

Some, discarding any theory of the decoction of poison 
from plants as an explanation, will tell you that the excess of 
rainwater discharged by the rivers so freshened the surf as to 
cause the death of all shore-swimming fishes. This, as near 
as I can make it out, is Mr. Moore’s explination of the mor- 
tality at Egmont Key. 

In a few confined spots, where fishes could not escape at 
will, this might now and then cause a death, but it is notor- 
ious that the fishes of the Guif coast make little or no distine- 
tion between salt and fresh water. Alligators swim to the 
outermost keys, and the best sheepshead caught are those 
far up the Caloosahatchie, where the stream is always sweet, 
while the porpoise and shark chase the mullet away in toward 
the head of the bayous, or until the river-channel gets too 
shallow for them to swim further. A little fresh water, or a 
good deal, more or less, would receive no at'ention whatever 
from a Floridan fish. The Mississippi has been deluging the 
Gulf with a well-nigh Amazonian volume of water, fresh not 
only, but thick and nasty, yet no one supposes the fishes off 
the delta are obliged to stay in its murky flood unless they 
choose, or, if they do, that they suffer by it, except to the 
palate of the epicure. 

But a more cogent argument, from facts perhaps overlooked 
heretofore, exists against any theory which seeks to explain 
the destruction of marine life inside the Florida reefs by 
any landward agency. This is that it was in all cases the 
dweliers on the bottom that perished first, while the. surface- 
leaders were the last to be affected, and, as a rule, escaped 
altogether. (Until 1880, I was told, no mullets were ever 
known to be killed.) It was the death of sponges, conchs, 
sea-anemones, crawling horseshoe-crabs, of toad-fish, cow- 
fish, skates, and the like, which keep close down on the bot- 
tom, that first apprised the fishermen of the presence of their 
dreaded and mysterious enemy. Next came the bodies of 
red-fish, groupers, pompanos, and other deep swimmers, and 
last of all a few mullets and sharks. Fresh water, tinctured 
with tannin or untinctured, would not effect this. It would 
float on the surface, having a lesser density. If it exerted a 
noxious influence it would be the surface-life that would first 
succumb, the bottom-life longest escape. But quite the re- 
veise has been the case, and this, with other appearances, 
leads to the conclusion that the ‘‘poison” springs from the 
bottom of the sea, or is formed in its waters. 

The only way to account for this is by supposing that 
eruptions of volcanic gases may have taken place through the 
bottom of the sea along a line stretching from Tampa Bay to 
the Tortugas, and through the western half of the Florida 
Keys. Inquiring as well as I could whether there had been 
any evidences of plutonic action in that region within a few 
years, I heard a tradition that about the holidays of 1877-78 
an earthquake shock had been felt on the west coast. 1 have 
had no opportunity as yet to verify this, but it isa well- 
known fact that just. previous to the hurricane of last Au- 
gust, so well remembered by all the people of Florida West, 
as a time of almost unparalled destruction of shipping and 
height of tidal waves, a shock of earthquake was felt through- 
out the whole southwestern end of the peninsula. It did con-

compare dates concerning the leafing and flowering of 
trees and plants, arrival of migratory birds, etc., I have 
much pleasure in forwarding the following ‘‘ notes,” which, 


-if acceptable, can be supplemented by others. 


Willow (Salix). Of this genus we have several species, 
but, unfortunately, owing to the difficulty of idesitifying 
them, I am unable to give more than a general account.. The 
earliest to blossom here is an osier, which appears to suit 
itself to moderately dry ground 18 well as moist. Its silky 
catkins appear generally about April 20, but in early seasons, 
like that of 1876, I have known them to put out as early as 
March 18. The catkins of the different species of willow 
are cslled ‘‘ pussies” by the children of this province. In 
England I well recollect when a child we used to call them 
‘* goslings,” each denoting its downy coating as somewhat 
like the animals in question. They generally leaf about the 
last week in May. 

Alder (Alnus viridis, DC.). Catkins generally appear 
about the first week in May, but I have observed them (1876) 
as early as April 14. This year (1881) I noticed them first 
on May 1. This shrub—or tree as it might be called in some 
parts of the province, especially in the Stewiacke Valley, 
Colchester County—attains a height of fifteen or twenty feet, 
and six inches in diameter of trunk, is extremely common 
everywhere in moist situations. It usually puts forth leaves 
about the second week in May. The wood is very brittle, 
and in clayey land no shrub is more easily grubbed up than 
the alder. The downy woodpecker (Pics pubescens) loves 
to inspect the lower parts of the alder trunks, where from 
the many holes pierced in the bark it evidently finds the 
larvee of some insect suited to its taste. From this pecu- 
liarity no doubt the unscientific countryman calls it ‘‘ sap- 
sucker.” 

Sweet Fern (Comptonia asplenifolia, Ait.). Bears catkins 
about the last of April. It is an extremely common shrub 
on the rich sandy loam of Kings County, and is generally 
supposed to denote good soil. It leafs the last weck in May. 

Wild Gooseberry (Rides). Iam not quite certain as to the 
species, but I take it to be cynosbati. It is very regular in 
leafing, generally the first week in May. The fruit is ripe 
about the second week in July. 

Red Maple (Acer rubrum, L.). Usually flowers about May 
10, and sheds them a week or ten days later. In full leaf 
about May 30. 

Aspen (Populus tremuloides, Mich.). In flower last week 
of April, and leafs about May 20. It is called by the coun- 
trymen ‘‘popple-wood,” and is held in high esteem for wharf 
logs, and for all purposes in salt water, as it is not attacked 
by the Jeredo or otner marine worms. 

Balsam Poplar (P. dalsamifera, L.). Leafs about the last 
week in May and flowers about same time, giving out its 
characteristic strong perfume, which is carried by the wind 
for some distance. It is called here ‘‘ Balm of Gilead.” 

Dandelion (Tararacum Dens-leonis, Derf.). The flowering 
time of this well-known plant varies much. The earliest 
date I have recorded (1865) was on May 2, and the latest 
about the middle of that month. 

Common Frog (Rana fontinolis). The earliest croak of 
this species I have registered was (1865) on April 6, and the 
first spawn observed that season was April 10. We usually 
hear the first croak almost invariably on a wet or damp even- 
ing, about the middle of April. This season (1881) 1 heard 
it for the first time on April 17, and saw aburdance of spawn 
jn ponds on May 1. I have observed the tadpoles in ponds 
(1867) as early as April 10. 

Common Snake (Coluber sirtalis). Usually appears about 
the second week in May, but sometimes carlier, according to 
the season. ‘ 

Green Snake (C@. vernalis). Generally appears about the 
same time. 

Robin ( Turdus migratorius). Several stay with us all win- 
ter, but the migratory flocks arrive about the end of the first 
week in March. It usually commences to sing about the 
first week of April, and the first song is almost invariably 
heard in the evening. The first song I have recorded was 
on March 26, 1862. 

Song Sparrow (F’. melodia). Generally makes its first ap- 
pearance about the middle of March and treats us to the first 
bird song of the season. 

Black Fly (Simulium molestum). This terrible plague to 
all anglers appears about the second week in May. Taney do 
not seem to attack the plain flesh of the hands or face, but 
always make for the roots of the hair of the head. I first 
observed this habit while lying on a woolly carriage rug. 
which they appeared to alight on eagerly and searched at the 
roots of the fibre for flesh, but when they came to where my 
hands lay upon the rug they instantly departed. Cows may

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Srorion 1. Section one of chapter 534 of the laws of 1879, 
entitled, ‘‘An act for the preservation of moose, wild deer, 
birds, fi:h and other game,” is hereby amende | so as toread as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. No person shall kill or chase any wild «leer in any 
part of the State, save only during the months of August, 
September, October and November in any year. Nor shall 
any person during the night time have in possession upon 
any of the waters of this State, except during said months, 
apy jack or other device used in floating. No person, cor- 
poration, association or company shall sell, expose for sale, 
transport or have in [his or her*] possession in this State, 
after the same has been killed, any wild deer or fresh veni- 
son, save only during the months of August, September, Oc- 
tober and November. No person shall, at any time in this 
State, kill any fawn during the time when it is in its spotted 
coat, or have in [his or her] possession the carcass or skin of 
any such fawn after the same shall have been killed. No 
person shall, in any part of this State, set any trap, spring-gun 
or other device at any artificial salt-lick or other place for the 
purpose of trapping or [and] killing wild deer. It shall not 
belawful to pursue deer with dogs in any county of this 
State, except from the fifteenth day of August to the first day 
of November. It shall not be lawful to pursue deer with 
dogs in the county of St. Lawrence or Warren at any time. 
It shall be lawful for any person to shoot or kill any dog 
while in actual pursuit of any deer in violation of the provi- 
sions of this act. It shall not be lawful for any person to 
kill, or cause to be killed, any wild deer in the counties of 
Warren, Suffolk and Queens at any time within five years 
from the passage of this act.

THE MICHIGAN GAME LAW. 


T HE new game law of Michigan reads as follows : 
Szc. 1. The People of the State of Michig im enact, That no 
person or persons shall — or bunt, or bill any * * * 
deer), save only in the Upper Peninsula from the 15th day of 
ugust to the 15th day of November, and in the Lower Peninsula 
** * * (from the Ist day of October to the lxt day of De- 
cember, inclurive) * * * in each year, orkill * * * * 
{st any time any deer when it is in 1t« red coat, or any fawn when 
t is in its spotted coat, or have in bis possession the skin of such 
deer or fawn, in the red dr spotted cvat, and the having in 
session of the skin of such deer or fawn shall be prima facie 
evidence of such illegal kilimg. No person shail, at any 
time, kill or capture any deer in the waters of any of the 
streams, ponds or Jakes, within the jurisdiction of this State, 
or kili or capture auy deer by meaus of auy pit, pit-fall or trap. 
No person vhall) kili or destroy, by any means whatever, 
or attempt to take or distroy, any wild twkey at any time 
* * * ¢except in the months of * * October, November and 
December, of each year, or kill or destroy by any means whatever 
any woodsock * * except bet»een the Ixt day of Angust in 
each year, und the lst day of January next following,) or any * 
* * partridge or ruffed grouse, or any wood du‘k, teal duck, 
mallard duck or gray duck, save oviy from the lst day of Sep- 
tember in each year to the ist day of January next following, or 
any (wild) water fowl ur (snipe), between the Ist day of May and 
the 1st day of September of each year, or kill or attempt 
to kill any wild duck or wild goose after sundown at 
any season of the year. (The taking, carrying or send- 
ing, by any means whatever, into or through any county of 
this State, any of the game or animals which have been killed or 
captured contrary to the provisions of this section, or the hides of 
such animals shall be illegal, and 1s declared to be an offence 
ainst the provisions of this act, in any county in or through 
which such game, animals or hides may be taken, and such 
offense may Le punished as provided in section six of the act here- 
by amended.) 

Sec. 2. No co. shall kill or destroy, or attempt to kill or de- 
stroy, any (colin) or quail, sometimes called Virgivia partridge, 
save oniy during the months of * * * November aud Decem- 
ber of each year, * * * (nor kill, nor attempt to kill, any 
pitmated grou-e or prairie chicken, before September 1, 1882, and 
thereafter only in the mouths of SeptemLer and OctoLer in each

. Szo. 4. No person or persons shall at any time kil], or attempt 
to kill, any wild duck or other wild fow] with or Ly means of a 
swivel or punt gun, or rob or destroy the nests of avy wild duck,

* * (ut night, nor at any time, on their nesting places). 

Src. 5. No person or persons shall sell, or expore for sale, or 
have in posrexrion for the purpose of selling, or exposing for sale, 
any of the kiuds or xpecies of birds or auimals protected by this 
act, after the expirationof * * * (eight) days next succeeding 
the times limited and prescribed for the killing of any such birds 
oranimals: Provided, however, That it shall be lawiul to expose 
for sale and to sell any jive quail, for the pur of preserving 
the same alive through the winter. And it rhall also be lawful for 
any person to take alive, on his own premices, at any time and in 
any manner, avy wild turkey fur the sule purpose of domestication, 
or fur scientific or breeding een aud possession and trans- 
portation alive of snch wild fowl] so taken on one’s own premises, 
may be bad for any such purpose: Provided, That in any prosecu- 
tion for violation of any of the provisions of this act, the 
person claiming the benefit of this section rhall prove 
on the hearing, or trial that in good faith he so tovk 
alive such wild fowl or fowls for one of the purposes 
specified in this section, and if prosecuted for transport- 
ing them, that he is in good faith transporting them alive for such 
purpore, and it sbu!] nut Le necessary for the prosecution to aver 
or prove that the taking alive or transporting alive of any such 
wild fowl or fowls wa» nut doue for domestication or for scieutitic 
or for breeding purposes. 

Szo. 6. Any person or persons violating any of the foregoing 
provi-ions of this act shall be deemed guilty uf a emeanor, 
and shall likewise be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars for cach 
offense, and shall, on conviction thereof, stand committed to the 
common jail of the county until such penalty 1s paid: Provided, 
That euch imprisonment shali not exceed thirty i *

kill any robin, night-Lawk, whip-poor-will, finch, thrush, lark,

Megasvrine Gun Stocks.—Messrs Clark &

for the length.

eunped two nights at “Crystal Creek,” 16 miles from town. 
Itried the flies first.

away to a splendid pool, some sixty feet long and 20 wide, 
with a fallen log across the middle. I crept up behind a bush 
and looked in. 
bottom. I carefully rigged up my new rod with a braided 
silk jine. I then selected a royal coachman for a leader and 
a La Belle for the dropp r (I believe that is the word). I then 
drew off about three feet more of the line than the length of 
tierod. All ready, I made my cast—my first cast with an 
a'tificial fly--my maiden cast, you understand. I trembled 
for safety. not for my own, but for the delicate rod I trem- 
bled because 1 expected something fearful was about to turn 
u). I aways tremble under emotional excitement. The 
two flies settled beautifully on the water. causing but little 
splash or ripple. I waited the result until the waves began 
ti subs de, when I saw two fine bass rising to the flies. One 
was a two vear old and the other three. They were beauties, 
however, and as they ascendcd slowly toward the flies with 
tieir bodies curved or bowed in a menacing manner, I ex- 
pec.ed every momen: to see the flies disappear in their jaws, 
but—but—but they didn’t take em. They came up to within 
turee inches of the flies and took a go d lok, turned their 
tails and swam slowly and sensibly away, and leaving the 
wld to darkne-s (disappointment) and to me. And left me 
t) under-tand that I was the biggest fool of the three. 1 cast 
ty them again but to no use. Couldn’t fool them. Then I 
cist near the Jog, when a fine bass swam immediately be 
nza:h the flies, until within three or four inches of them, then 
tirned and swam away. I then cast beyond the log, and 
drew the flies along toward me, when I saw a fine 2-pounder 
slowly following the flies. I merely kept the flies in motion to 
prevent their discovering tne fraud, but this one like the rest 
turned with big disgust a'd swam slowly away. 1 then cast 
toward another part of the pool, when a fine one arose and 
did just as the others had done — I quit that pool and went to 
athother, and my efforts met with like results.

GILL-NETS IN THE COD FISHERY. 


(Bulletin of the United States Fish Commission, 188!. Gill-nets in 
the cod fishery: A description of the Norwegian cod-1 ets, with direc- 
tions for their use. and @ history of their introduction into the United 
Stats. By Capt. J. W. Collins.) 

APT. COLLINS has here given a little pamplet of sixteen pages 
C and twelve plates which is of great practical value. The cod 
have been taken with lines and the question of bait has been a 
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most important one. These lines have either been single or in 
‘*trawls’’ which are lines buoyed near the surface from which 
other lines depend. This bait question has been an expensive one 


to the fishermen both in money and time. Smacks have lost 
weeks of fishing through the spoiling of the a oa out for 
bait and it occurred to Prof. Baird some time ago that the gill-net 
in use by the Norwegians might be profitably introduced upon our 
coast. Last year Capt. Collins, attached to the Commission, was 
sent with the party to the Berlin Fishery Exhibition to study all 
methods of fishing and sent home instructions how to use them, 
Prof. Baird had imported one in 1878, at Gloucester, but it was in 
winter and on the shore grounds, and was not a success owing to 
the fact that the net was too frail for the large cod which frequent 
our coast. Last winter the nets were tried ‘in Ipswich Bay, north 
of Cape Ann, in thirty fathoms, with success. This is a most im- 
portant matter, commercially, and may be ranked as another 
victory scored by the Fish Commission, If bait is abandoned and 
gill-nets substituted our coast fishermen will be saved thousands 
of doliars now expended for bait, and fish can be sent to market 
at a lower price.

WHAT SHALL WE STOCK WITH ?—Webster, Mass.—As onc 
of a committee chosen by the Rod and Gun Club of this town to 
investigate the foliowing, I respectfully ask for the following in-. 
formation : There is a lake here of 1,270 acres containing pickerel, 
pouts, suckers, perch, eels, sunfish, dace and shiners. Some six cr 
seven years ago the town spent $350 to stock it with black bass, 
which have increased wonderfully, but at the same time are spoil- 
ing all other fishing and threaten to eat up anything not bigger 
than themselves. sides, Ge are hard to catch, and in the Jate 
summer were reported to be full of worms. We want different and 
better fishing. The lake has clear water from five small brooks 
‘and numerous springs, gravely and rocky bottom, with many sandy 
shores, and several cypress and meadow swamps, covering, per- 
haps, together, 50 acres ; depth anywhere to 50 feet, perhaps 12 
feet on average. One side is bordered by woods, the other by 
farms-—a splendid lake generally ; the outlet drives a cotton mill. 

Now our idea is to stock it with lake trout (land-locked salmon) 
and German carp. I know something about the latter from my 
Vaterland, and wish you to answer these questions : 

1. Do you approve of this? 

2. Can we get lake trout fry of the Massachusetts Fish Commis- 
sion, or where else ? 

3. Where (what place) and what address ? 

4. When should we put in fry, and should this be repeated for 
several years in succession ? 

5. How much will this fry cost ? 

6. Where can we get carp fry ? 

7. When should this be put in the lake? 

8. How much will carp fry cost? 

9. Would you advise stocking with fry or full grown fish ? 

I wish to add that our means are limited, and that all expenses 
would have to be raised by subscriptions of the Rod and Gun Club 
and other public spirited citizens. 

Trusting that the above request will not be intrnding too much 
on your valuable time, and that we will be favored with a reply.—

‘We should prefer black bass fishing to that of tho fishes you 
name. The bass may be difficult to take because they have so 
much food. If hungry they are easily taken. If they have so 
iwmuch food they are thriving, and may reduce it so that you can 
readily capture them. In this case time will remedy your evils. 
We fear that it is too cold for carp in your Jake, as you describe it 
asa spring lake. Rocky bottom is not good for carp, as the latter 
are mainly vegetarians, and bed in the mud in winter. Lake trout 
and land locked salmon are two different fish, and either might do 
well in the lake of 1,270 acres if there are gravel-spawning beds. 
We prefer bass fishing to that for lake trout. We will, however, 
answer your questions as follows: 1.

We think they often spawn at two years old. It is not too late 
for them to spawn this year. Perhaps Dr. Hessel will tell us 
how this is. 

SALMON IN SOUTH CAROLINA.—The Columbia Register 
tells us that the Hon. A. P. Aldrich, of Barnwell, 8. C., has written 
a letter to Commissioner Butler, informing him that Mr. Whale 5

66 ] LIKE to see my puppies grow like cucumbers, withont a 
check, until they are over six months old. I often leave 
home for two or more days together, and on my return have ex- 
claimed—How these puppies grow! When they haye been neg- 
lected during my absence I should always discover it on my return, 
and, on inquiry, generally found their feeding had not been prop- 
erly attended to. And nowI will say a few words on feeding: 
As s00n a8 my puppies can lap milk they are supplied with ittwice 
a day, at milking-time, from a herd of goats kept by me for the 
purpose. Never give cow’s mlik, without you want .your puppies 
to grow backward, have pot bellies, and be filled with worms. 
Years ago I used to lose 75 per cent. of the puppies I bred through 
this very cause; now I rarely see one like it. As soon as the pup- 
pies can swallow solid food they are supplied with two meals a day 
—oatmeal, Indian meal, boiled with sheep’s heads and scraps from 
the butcher’s, and once a day with raw flesh. ‘What! raw flesh: 
said one of these clever writers to me one day, ‘you will kill the 
lot of them.’ I only langhed at him, as my experience has taught 
me different—it is their natural food. I have it chopped into 
mincemeat first, until they get their teeth developed, when it is 
given in larger pieces and quantities. When they arrive at the age 
of six or eight months they are fed almost entirely on it when it 
can be procured, and I ask any of your readers who have seen my 
dogs if ever they saw dogs shown in better condition, with coats 
always like satin. Well, friends, I will give yon a piece of advice, 
and let the cat out of the bag—the condition of my dogs is all due 
to raw flesh. Go and feed lkewise, but don’t overdoit. Feed at 
first with great caution if your dogs have not been accustomed to 
it, and then give them a certain quantity, not 80 much as they will 
eat ; oh dear, no, you would make a pretty mess of them. Practice 
would soon teach you the proper quantity, which depends on the 
size and age of your dogs. 

“Cleanliness I insist on. Every morning the kennels are all 
cleaned out, clean sawdust laid down on the floor, clean straw sup- 
plied for the benches, and any sickly puppies removed to the 
hospital; kennels once a month lime-washed with hot lime in 
which a little carbolic acid Las been added. When dry, they have 
a daily run in an orchard of nearly two acres in extent. I rarely 
ever see deformed legs in my puppies; they are never chained 
until their bones are properly developed, and then only for train- 

pg purposes, as they have large, roomy, well-ventilated kennels 

and sheds to run in should the weather be unfavorable for their 
out-door exercise. I seldom have any of my dogs washed, it is not 
necessary if they are regularly brushed with a dandy-brush. 

‘“‘T always try to keep my puppies in the highest condition pos- 
sible, never allow them to get thin and poor, so as to be prepared 
to meet that fatal malady—distemper. If visited with it when in 
condition above described, nine cases out of ten they will pull 
through it if properly nursed. Another piece of advice to your 
readers, and I have done, ‘ Be prepared.’” ’ 

With reference to the breeding of the black spaniel from Sussex 
which is alluded to by Mr. Jacobs, we may remark that the dog he 
used, though a good specimen of the latter breed, and a very suc 
cessful dog too, had a bar sinister in his pedigree which migh 
have in some degree influenced his stock. The dog to which we 
refer, and of whom Mr. Jacobs made much use, was the liver 
colored Bachelor, who was by Buckingham, late Mat, out of 
Peggie, by Babb out of Ruby, by Chance out of Pop, a black bitch 
by Joblin’s Rags out of Floss. This, we think, may in séme 
degree save the reputation of the Sussex spaniel as regards his 
pretensions to purity of blood. \ 

The illustration we give herewith of Mr. Thomas Jacobs’ famous 
Kaffir, and is a remarkably truthful representation of that excel- 
lent dog. Kaftir was unfortunately somewhat nervous when Mr. 
Barber was sketching him, and consequently there was a consider- 
ble difficulty in making him stand in the orthodox position. Mr. 
Barber therefore elected to draw him as he was, and hence the 
admirable likeness of the dog. Kaffir was bred in 1879 by his 
owner, Mr. Thomas Jacobs, of Worlborough House, Newton 
Abbot, and is by the Sussex spaniel Bachelor, out of Smutty, by 
Lad o’ Beverley out of Lass o’ York ; Bachelor by champion Buck- 
ingham out of Peggie. Amongst other triumphs Kaffir was first 
and cup for the best spaniel shown at Birmingham in 1880, 

In the face of the.description given by Mr, Jacobs, it would be a 
work of supererogation on our part if we were to attempt to de- 
scribe the points of this breed more fully; we therefore merely 
append a

Editor Forest and Stream : 


As a member of the committee appointed to frame a standard 
for the American Cocker Club, I feel called upon to reply to 
several of Mr, Watson’s remarks in issue of May 26, of your 
paper. Hecomplains: ‘The Committee dilly-dallied along, thus 
preventing a standard being perfected for the late New York Show.” 
All this is true, and { used every effort in my power to bring about 
prompt action, but neither the President ncr Secretary called a 
meeting, and of course the balance of the Committee were power- 
less to act. Then when a meeting was called, at which it was im- 

asible for some of the Committee to be present, he complains 

ause they saw fit to give authority to Mr. McKoon to present 
the standard which had been so kindly written out by Mr. Kirk 
embodying his views and those of sneelt which I knew of, and [ 
think had been submitted to Mr. Cummings with instruction to 
Mr. McKoon to present that standard if in accordance with his 
views, and register our votes for it, as we believed it to be as near 
correct in ajl the main points as could be perfected from the very 
best authorities, giving no preference to any breed or kennel in 
cxistence. I am of the opinion now if the standard as sent to Mr, 
McKoon signed by Mr. Kirk and myself, was submitted to the 
cocker breeders of the club, it woul to-day meet with their ap- 
proval in all the main points, and if the Secretary, in whose hands 
that standard was left, will return it to me, keeping a copy if he de- 
sires, I shall be obliged. Mr. Watson puts great stress on the 
point that Mr. McKoon and his three proxies ruled the roost. I 
had always supposed a majority of a committee should control, 
but as their views and his differed it seems it would have suited 
him better to have had the minority rule. But Mr. McKoon ig 
said to have presented the standard in a very appropriate manner, 
arguing point by point in a very convincing way, thus securing its 
adoption. I consider this greatly to his credit, it being bis desire 
of baying a standard that should give satisfaction to the club— 
met stating good reasons for adopting it as it was, when 
he really had the power by aid- of his proxies to present it, move 
its adoption and deposit.the votes of a majority of the Committee 
for it—after the adoption of the standard by the Committee. I 
consider it the standard for the American Cocker Club until such 
time as a meeting of the club shall be duly called by the Secretary 
to ratify or reject it. I hardly believe that but few members of 
the club have ever been advised what the standard presented and 
adopted by the Committee was. If I amcorrectly informed, there 
has been quite an effort made to have a standard for cockers by 
which field spaniels could also be judged. ‘The imported black 
field spanicl seems to play a prominent part in this. If any cocker 
breeder can accept a standard for cockers with long heads, long 
bodies, short, stout legs, eyes, the color of coat, etc., I certainly 
shall not object, but unless more convincing authorities than J 
know of are peecenet I cannot, and rather than belong to a 
Uocker Club whose aim should be harmony and the improvements 
of those rare little beauties, it seems instead to begin with a 
quarrel among its members, I would kindly ask the Secretary to 
erase my name from the list of the club members. I desire to 
thank the club members for the honor they saw fit to bestow upon 
me as amember of the Committee to form a standard. Having 
performed my ‘duty conscientiously without fear or favor for any, 
I hope the ill-feeling that seems to have arisen may subside, and 
the Club be a grand success, so that in coming years the cocker 
may be as well-known as the Llewellyn setter at_the present time,

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HOW TO NURSE SICK DOGS.

yas successful treatment of our canine friends in severe cases 

of illness 18 one of those subjects which are too often neglect- 
ed. And yetif dog owners truly value the lives of their dumb 
companions every possible care should be taken of them. The 
diseases which affect the dog are numerous, and it is not only in 
cases of severe and dangerous discases that treatment is necessary 
but also in cases of skin diseases. In these complaints much de- 
pends on the daily food supplied to affected animals, if we are to 
insure a successful and speedy termination of the affection. Hovw- 
eyer scientific and proper the doctoring may be, if it is not aided 
by good and careful nursing the veterinary surgeon’s skill is all 
ost. 

A person requires a large amount of patience to be a good nurse, 
for a harsh word to a dog badly affected with distemper will some- 
times induce fits, and these, once established, more often than not 
prove fatal. 

It is my purpose to draw attention to the general management 
of sick dogs, and then direct special attention to the nursing of 
— eT with specific diseases, such as distemper, jaundice, 
etc., ete. 

I have been frequently requested to visit dogs affected with 
distemper, and on arrival have found the patient chained toa 
kennel containing no straw or other litter, and in a yard payed 
with stones. With such treatment dogs are often the subject of 
inflammation of the lungs, the result of exposure, besides being 
affected with distemper. When a dog is noticed to be ill, it should 
(if with other dogs) be removed to a room or kennel-house where 
it will be alone. He may not only affect others, but they will an- 
noy and tease him, and so interfere with the patient making prog- 
ress. The hospital should be warm (not hot) and well ventilated, 
free from ali draughts, and the thermometer be kept as near as 
possible at 55 deg. Fahrenheit. A basket er box should be sup- 
plied for the dog to lie in. The bottom should be covered with 
straw or hay—the former is best, ag dogs lying on hay for any 
length of time, asa rule, become infested with fleas. Besides, as 
straw is cheaper, it may be changed daily, which is essential, as it 
adds to the comfort and cleanliness of the patient. A large pipkin 
or pot of cold water should be placed within easy reach of the 
dog, and ought to be changed twice a day to insure its being fresh 
andcold. There are some cases where cold water is injuriour, 
but these will be mentioned hereafter. All evacuations from the 
patient should be immediately removed, and a little disinfectant 
fluid (as Condy’s) be sprinkled about. I mention this fluid particu- 
a because it is very effectual in removing offensive odors, and 
at the same time it has no smell, or very little, of itself. The sick 
dog should be kept quiet, and by no means exercised. I have 
often witnessed a fatal relapse in distemper, the result of a few 
minutes’ exercise. 

I have known persons—when a dog has had a prolonged attack 
of illness, and become rather offensive—put him in a bath and 
wash. On no account should this be done, as it is most danger- 
ous, more especially in the case of long-coated dogs,gs these are 
very difficult to dry thoroughly. If left at all dante animals 
are sure to become chilled, and the disease is aggravated. 

A dog when very ill—say from distemper—shonld not be even 
brushed or groomed, as it excites and disturbs him and increases 
the weakness, which is always great in this disease. 

To have their proper and desired effects medicines should be 
given regularly and at stated times, and not, as some persons do, 
to give a double one because they forgot one. I have known this 
to be done repeatedly, and wish to warn owners of its fatal conse- 
quences. The medicine should be given quietly and without dis- 
turbing the dog, if possible. One person, asa rule, 1s suflicient to 
give it, if a little tact is manifested. If it be liquid medicine it is 

t given out of a small vial, one which will hold about an ounce. 
In administering medicine the person should stand in front of the 
dog; and with the left hand the muzzle of the avimal should be 
held, the head slightly elevated, and the teeth kept nearly closed. 
The bottle containing the potion should be held in the right hand, 
and the neck of it pla within the lips on the left side of the 
face, between the teeth and cheek. Then'small quantities should 
be poured into the mouth, and on no account should a second 
quantity be given until the first has been swallowed. Some dogs 
are rather aedieahe in taking medicine, and hold it in the mouth 
some seconds before swallowing. Under these circumstances

many people pinch the throat with the idea of inducing the dog 
to swallow. This act is ea as it often makes the patient 
cough, and, with the fluid the throat, sometimes choke from 
drawing it into the windpipe. All that is necessary, in most cases. 
is a little age 2 to keep the dog’s head elevated, and he will 
soon swallow. In very obstinate cases the end of the nose may be 
—* which soon compels the dog to perform the act of deglu- 
tition. 

To givea pill or bolus the upper part of the muzzle should be 
grasped and the lips pressed between the teeth. This forces the 
mouth open, and it remains 80, because the dog is afraid of biting 
himself. ‘The head should then be elevated, and the pill or bolus 
dropped into the back of the mouth. The mouth must then be 
immediately closed and held until the dog has swallowed.—Live 
Slock Journal,

ARE THERE TWO CHAMPION ELCHOS?—Clarcmont, N. H., 
June 3, 1881.--Zditor Forest and Stream: Permit mo to correct 
a few errors—the result of my rather illegible chirography—that 
appear in my brief note, published in your issue of June 2, 
this moment at hand. It should have read, “For of all sad words 
of tongue or pen, the saddest are these, ‘it might have been ; ” 
and misled instead of mislead ; and the gentleman «ho wrote, in- 
stead of that wrote.

Both 
these are celebrated dogs, and both sons of champion Elcho, and 
there is, too, a puppy owned in Washington called Elcho IV., also 
a son of champion Elcho. But about this other celebrated Elcho 
I am sure there are many besides the writer who would like to 
hear. OwNER OF ExcHo, 


Editor Forest and Stream: I see by your last issue that Dr. 
Jarvis, the owner of Elcho, is not satistied with the explanation 
given by me in your previous issue as to the pettapee of a red Irish 
pup advertised for sale by me in your valuable paper. Dr. Jarvis 
now makes the assertion that the word Celebrated was twisted into 
the word Champion to make a more ready sale for the pup. This 
accusation is neither gentlemanly nor just, as either word would 
have applied to his dog. The expression ‘‘champion” was used 
without my knowing at that time that there were two Elchos, or 
who imported the one owned by Dr. Jarvis, and as for making a 
more ready sale for the pup by calling him an Eicko dog is non- 
sense, a8 Elcho or his get are at a discount in this part of the 
country. The pedigree was advertised with the dog, as I never 
sell a dog unless I can give his pedigree. He also says that there 
is a screw loose somewhere, and gives his reasons as follows : 

At the last New York show a gentleman came to me—a stranger— 
and asked me if champion Elcho had ever served a bitch called High- 
land Lass, that some one, I don’t remember who, had tried to sell 
hith a pup out of Highland Las3 by champion Elcho. I asked him 
where Highland Lass was owned, and he said, “‘I am confident Wash- 
ington.” I told bim no such bitch had visited Elcho, and he left. 

Now, the truth of the matter is this: Being at the dog show on 
Thursday, the week of the show, I became acquainted with Mr. 
W. N. Callender, the owner of Rory O’More, and in conversation 
with him made the remark that I had an Irish pup outof Highland 
Lass by Elcho, and that I would like to meet Dr. Jarvis as I wanted 
to know the full pedigree of the pup, ete. He (Mr. Callender) 
very kindly endeavored to find Dr. Jarvis for me, but was unable 
to do so. Later, as I was leaving the hall to take the train for 
New Haven, I heard a man say to some one, “ Here is Jarvis, now.” 
Turning, I saw three gentlemen talking together, and I stepped up 
to one of them and asked him if his name was Jarvis. He replied 
that it was. I then asked him if Elcho had served Highland Lass. 
He said that he had not. I thanked him and went out. 

The pup had been advertised before I saw Dr. Jarvis, and I did 
not say that some one had tried to sell me a pup or that I wanted 
to sell the pup. As soon as I arrived home I looked for the letter 
I sent you last week, and read the same as I expected, that the 
pup was out of Lass by Elcho. I intended to sift the matter to 
the bottom at once, but was taken very sick and remained so for 
two weeks. When I was able to return to business I was so busy 
that I forgot the whole circumstance until I was reminded of it by 
having my attention called to the first communication from Dr. 
Jarvis in the Forest AnD Stream, to which I took pains to answer 
as soon as possible. I have since refused to sell the pup at any 
price. Iwill send you the names of the owners of Elcho and 
Highland Lass, imported by Col. Reeves, as soon as I can get them 
from the gentleman who presented the puppy to me, and then Dr. 
Jarvis can pursue his investigations as far as he chooses. As for 
myeelf, I shall take no further notice of the affair, as I consider 
that I have done all that I can to rectify any mistake which may 
have occurred through my advertisement, but through no inten- 
tional error on my part.—G. Epwarp OsBoRN.

champion dog class was a son of his ; that the winner of second 
prize in open dog class was a son of his; that the winner of the 
only v. A. c. in same class was a son of his; that the winner of 
second prize in open bitch class was a daughter of his ; that the 
winner of the only v. h. c. in same class was a daughter of his, 
and that the winner of this latter v. h. c, was also one of the brace 
winners of the special cup offered for ‘‘ best brace of Irish setters 
in open classes regardless of sex.” That is how the New York 
show of 1881 went so far-as Elcho and his sons and daughters 
were concerned, and I trust that the English Stock Keeper will cor- 
rect its correspondent’s statements after knowing the facts as above 
stated.—Montr CLARE.

Again he says: ‘‘Neither has Brush been consid- 
ered the best dog in England since Kaffir and Zulu came out last 
June,” and adds that “ Mr. Easten sold Brush about the time 
that Kaffir beat him,” which he considers a very wise proceeding 
on his part, as “his (Brush’s) day was past.” 

Now, the truth is, Mr. Easten writes us, that neither Kaffir nor 
any of Mr. Jacob’s dogs ever did beat Brush during all the time

tal Palace ghow last June, and Mr. Jacob’s string was there, and 
among them Kaffir and Zulu; and ae all came behind Brush, he 
taking first prize. This does not look as though he was not con- 
sidered the best dog in England since Kaffir and Zulu came out. 
Mr. Easten furthermore adds that he ‘‘ was offered a long price 
for Brush there and sold him, since which he has been exhibited 
in bad condition and wretched form, and has been beaten solely 
on account of his owner’s inattention to preparing him for a sharp 
competition. Brush has won over seventy prizes, and was selected 
from all his competitors by ‘‘Stonehenge” asthe correct and per- 
fect type of a dog to illustrate his chapter on Spaniels in his book 
of uy e Dogs of the British Islands.” No man will have the 
temerity to deny that ‘‘ Stonehenge” is not our greatest living au- 
thority on the standard of dogs in our bench shows, and his stand- 
ard is considered by all sportsmen as the very embodiment of per- 
fection in this direction. 

“Dido” further says, ‘‘ Beau and Blackie are not champions.” 
We claim they are. In the same breath he says he has ‘ no desire 
to detract from the merits of Mr. Cummings’ importations, as 
they are both of very choice blood, Brush especially.” Benedict 
has more of Brush’s and Rhea’s blood in his veins than Beau’s, 
and Benedict belongs to ‘‘ Dido.” We know all about Kaftir’s dam 
being by Rolf (sire of Brush). ‘‘ Dido” is as unfair to others as 
he is over fair to himself, when the truth is, the color of poor 
Kaftir is denied him, which ‘‘ Dido” so much boasts of and which 
he has given toa Sussex spaniel. Kaffir owes his honors largely

In the champion class for the club’s gold medal only two entries 
appeared in the catalogue, viz., Monarch and Smasher, and the 
honor went to Monarch. He is a grand big brindle dog, owned by 
Mr. D. 8. Oliver, and was bred by Str, J. W. Berrie, well known as 
an enthusiastic lover of the breed. To be eligible for the cham- 
pion class a dog must have gained three first prizes under club 
rules. During the two days these dogs were the centre of attrac- 
tion, and for my part I thought the sight of them well repaid me 
for my voyage across the sea, I noticed that white was the pre- 
vailing color, but I saw some very handsome dark brindles. Such 
a collection of short noses, fine tails and underhung jaws could

Only one yacht wil! be sailed against the Cana- 
dian. The New York Y. C. is com of gentlemen and there need 
be no fear of sharp practice or loaded dice, as one might infer from 
our city contemporgry’s insinuations, as * original” as they are de- 
void of foundation In fac*. 

We can also deny the story started by it that the sloop to be built 
by the flag officers of the N. Y. Y. C. will be a racing machine. She is 
to be thoroughlywell built of customary scantling, fitted and furnished 
like any yacht of her size. In model she will resemble the Arrow, 
though with mouified quarters. For the half-column account of the 
new sloop and the intentions of the flag officers our contemporary 
drew upon its imagination. It knows absolutely nothing about the 
sloop. Au attempt to palm off such a manifest deception upon the 
public as * news ” wii! be met with the proper exposure in this jour- 
nal every time. We believe common honesty to be one of tue ingre- 
dients to “ news ” the yachting public is sufficiently intelligent to in- 
sist upon and that while appreciating enterprise they will resent 
imposition.

Editor Forest and Stream: 

A contemporary of yours, which claims to give accurate ard origi- 
nal yachting news, and has made itself very busy trying to create a 
sensation concerning the jact that our local yacht ciub had decter- 
mined to challenge, on behaif of Capt. Cuthbert, torthe America Cup 
bas succeeded in making itse!f supremely ridiculous. It commence 
with the fatal mistake of c@lling in question the standing of our club, 
in a social sense, under the thin guise of an imaginary convers ition 
with a “ prominect memover ” of the New York Y. C., but the prompt 
acceptance of the challenge by the holders of the Cup has rebuked 
the attempted snubbing and covered it with confusion. In the same 
left-handed way it objected to Cuthbeit’s new craft as a mere “joint 
stock racing machine,” but authoritative contraciction of the allega- 
tion as to the ownership showed how little it really knew «f the mat- 
ter concerning which it prated so confidently.
